San Francisco , April 17 UP)— 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridg way , su­ 
preme co mmander o f United Na­ 
tio ns fo rces in the Far East, has 
been reco mmended by the J o int 
Chiefs o f Staff in Washing to n to 
succeed Gen. Dwig ht D. Eisen­ 
ho wer in Euro pe, the Chro nicle 
said to day in a co py rig hted sto ry 
fro m its Washing to n co rrespo n­ 
dent, Vance J o hnso n. 
In To ky o , Ridg way ’s public in­ 
fo rmatio n o fficer said he co uldn’t 
co mment. 
Co l. 
Geo rg e Patrick 
Welch repo rted: 
“ General Ridg way has asked 
me to state the perso nal co nv ic­ 
tio n by which he is unifo rmly 
g uided, that senio r o fficers o f the 
army sho uld ex press no perso nal 
interest 
in 
co njectural assig n­ 
ments subsequent to their present 
duty . He believ es that o fficers 
sho uld willing ly accept and faith­ 
fully discharg e any assig nment 
decided upo n by superio r autho r­ 
ity .” 
J o hnso n said that Ridg way ’s 
name had been sug g ested to the 
o ther 13 No rth Atlantic Treaty 
natio ns.

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CANDIDATES’ WRITE-IN RESULTS 
Senato r Taft’s lo psided v icto ry in the 
Illino is primary was the ex pected. He had 
the full suppo rt o f the po tent GOP o rganiza­ 
tio n, and v ery little fo rmal o ppo sitio n. 
Haro ld Stassen, fo rmer Minneso ta go v er­ 
no r, was the o nly man o n the ballo t against 
the Ohio an. Taft rang up mo re than 86 5 ,000 
v o tes against Stassen’s 15 0,000. 
General Eisenho wer was no t an o fficial 
entry , but he figured in the co ntest as a 
write-in candidate. Less than co mplete re­ 
turns sho wed him edging to ward the 140,000 
v o te mark. 
Naturally eno ugh, tlie Taft camp is po int­ 
ing to this sho wing as “ pitifully small” in 
co mpariso n to the senato r’s to tal. But it is 
time to strip away fanciful talk and face a 
few fundamentals abo ut this write-in busi­ 
ness. 
Because o f the Minneso ta and Nebraska 
write-in results, the rather giddy no tio n has 
go t abo ut that a write-in candidate is v ir­ 
tually o n an equal fo o ting with a fo rmal can­ 
didate who se name is o n the ballo t. In o ther 
wo rds, a lo t o f peo ple are assuming that a 
fair test has been had when a write-in cho ice 
has been matched against a fo rmal entry . 
This is emphatically no t the case, as the 
Taft peo ple themselv es wo uld be the first to 
po int o ut if, in any instance, Eisenho wer 
were o n the ballo t and the senato r merely a 
write-in candidate. 
It is ax io matic in po litics that the write-in 
cho re is a difficult o ne fo r the v o ter to per­ 
fo rm, and that any such result reflects o nly 
a fair percentage o f the suppo rt a write-in 
cho ice might get if he were o n the ballo t. 
In the Illino is primary , Eisenho wer’s 
sho wing, by any reaso nable co mparsio n, was 
a go o d o ne. It o ught to be remembered that 
the highest write-in to tal ev er hung up fo r 
any man in U. S. histo ry was 146 ,000 fo r a 
may o ralty candidate in New Yo rk city dur­ 
ing the 19 3 0’s. There is no thing “ pitifully 
small” abo ut a to tal that appro aches this 
reco rd. 
Furthermo re, unlike their co unterparts in 
Minneso ta and Nebraska, the Eisenho wer 
leaders in Illino is did no t o fficially spo nso r 
the write-in. Lo cal Ike clubs pushed it, and 
Go v erno r Lo dge o f Co nnecticut made a two - 
day stumping to ur o f the state. But these 
things hardly amo unt to a full-scale effo rt. 
Under the law Eisenho wer co uld hav e fo r­ 
mally entered Illino is, since his written co n­ 
sent wras no t required. His Washingto n men 
cho se no t to enter him because they be­ 
liev ed the situatio n unfav o rable. They were 
thinking o f the o rganizatio n’s heav y leaning 
to ward Taft, and the pro spect that Illino is, 
tending mo re to ward iso latio nism than many 
states, wo uld inev itably be go o d Taft ter­ 
rito ry . 
Ev ents seem to hav e bo rne o ut their fears. 
Yet tho se ev ents did no t co nstitute a “ sting­ 
ing defeat” fo r Ike, as o ne repo rter had it. 
His write-in was highly respectable. But 
there are marked limits to the write-in tech- 
nique, especially when the effo rt is o nly a 
mo dest o ne. 
Taft wo n a handso me v icto ry in Illino is. It 
reaffirms the fact that the 19 5 2 race is a 
real co ntest. But no po litical realist regards 
the result as embarrassing to his chief 
o ppo nent.

CAMPAIGN BY SILENCE 
The leadership principle dev eloped b y Mussolini 
and H itler was b ased upon the Nietzschean idea of 
the superman. 
Their concept was tha t some men 
are endowed with qualities tha t are b eyond the 
human. They are in fact men-gods. 
Under the leadership principle, the ev idence of 
such superiority is that it exists. 
It was nev er 
necessary for H itler to explain why he was the 
leader; it was sufficient that he was the leader. 
j^0 asserted it 
In the United States, this leadership principle 
lias nev er b een accepted. 
Americans hav e nev er, 
ev en as regards George Washington, b een willing 
that one man is so far ab ov e his contemporaries 
that he stands alone and aloof. 
History might do 
it for a man’s reputation, as it has for Washington, 
Jefferson and Lincoln, b ut the man himself could 
not assert that it was so while he liv ed. 
It is im portant to take this into consideration 
in relationship to the plan of General Eisenhower 
to b e silent on current prob lems until after he 
shall hav e b een nominated. 
The assumption that 
it is possib le to campaign b y silence can only b e 
an assertion of the leadership principle, namely, 
that General Eisenhower is a superman, ov er and 
ab ov e all other men and that he need make no 
explanations with regard to his desire to b e Presi­ 
dent. 
If General Eisenhower’s managers sold him 
that idea, they hav e done him a grav e injustice, 
b ecause no man, in the United States, can b e 
placed on such a pedestaj. 
General Eisenhower, if 
he wants the Presidency, will hav e to explain w hat 
he b eliev es, what he proposes to do, w hat he fav ors, 
w hat he opposes. 
Otherwise, men will say that he 
fears to speak out. 
The suggestion has b een made that when Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower comes to this country on June 1, 
he will go to Ab ilene, Kansas, where he will sit, 
waiting for delegations. 
Those who manage his 
campaign forget that a hundred or more news­ 
papermen, photographers, radio newscasters, etc., 
will also b e camping on his front yard, and that 
these men—and there will b e a few women among 
them—will b e asking questions daily and will b e 
telegraphing and telephoning stories to their wire 
serv ices and their newspapers and they will b e 
speaking ov er the radio. 
Ab ilene will b ecome a b usy spot for news, if 
Eisenhower settles there for a month. 
No poli­ 
tician will reach that town without the reporters 
knowing w hat he is there for. 
And these reporters will ask the general lots 
of interesting questions. 
For instance, a southern 
reporter might w ant to know w hat General Eisen­ 
hower thinks of a national, compulsory FEPC. 
The general might answer that that would b e left 
to the states, hut such an answer would get him 
into hot w ater with large segments of the north­ 
ern population. 
A CIO reporter might ask him what he pro­ 
poses to do with the Taft-H artley Law, or national 
legislation 
for increased 
safety 
in 
mines, 
or 
whether cost-of-liv ing escalator clauses should b e 
compulsory.

Texas, California and Louisiana reporters will 
w ant his v iews on tideland oil. 
An A. F. of L reporter might inquire into 
Eisenhower’s ideas concerning the arresting of the

PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 
An old family physician was asked to make a 
thorough examination of a young man who was 
ab out to take out some life insurance and wanted 
to know if he was in fit condition to ob tain a 
policy. After a thorough examination, the physician 
told he he was sound and would ob tain the policy 
if he followed some simple suggestions. 
Among the suggestions were that he go to the 
examining physician’s office as early in the day as 
possib le and without b reakfast. When heart and 
b lood pressure were b eing tested, he was to let his 
b ody go flaccid or limp so as not to raise the b lood 
pressure or the pulse rate. If the examining physi­ 
cian found pulse or b lood pressure high, he was 
to ask to read the morning paper for a lew minutes 
in order to “calm down.” 
The idea b ehind this procedure was the fact 
that emotions and nerv ousness can throw out nor­ 
mal b lood pressure readings. 
During one of the sessions of the American 
H eart Association, Drs. Heinz Magendantz 
and 
Joseph Shortsleev e, Boston, recounted their ex­ 
perience in taking electrocardiograph readings. 
They found ab normal readings pointing to heart 
ailments in patient* without ob v ious heart disease 
and no tachycardia (v ery rapid b eating of the 
heart). When examination of these patients’ heart 
and b lood v essel systems b y clinical, X-ray and 
lab oratory means failed to show ev idence of any 
heart disease, it seemed possib le that anxiety was 
responsib le for the changes in the electrocardio­ 
gram. Therefore, the electrocardiogram was re­ 
peated with reassurance and 15 minutes of b ed rest. 
Surprisingly, this often lead to rev ersal or dis­ 
appearance of the electrocardiograph ab normali­ 
ties. 
Clinical study of these patients rev ealed that 
many 
suffered 
from 
anxiety, 
neurocirculatory 
asthenia (irritab le, nerv ous, soldier’s heart) or re­ 
lated psychiatric (emotional) disorders. 
These findings are in line with those of other 
inv estigators who hav e reported instances of ab ­ 
normal electrocardiograms in fearful patients. The 
following factors hav e b een b lamed for such 
electrocardiograph 
ab normalities; 
alkalosis, 
im­ 
b alance of extracts of the glands, heightened 
sympathetic (central nerv e) tone and others. Drs. 
Magendantz and Shortsleev e w’ere ab le to correct 
these ab normalities b y the simple treatm ent of 
rest and reassurance. 
Why Worry Ab out Your Heart? 
Why worry ab out your heart needlessly when 
your physician, with a few simple tests, can set 
your mind at rest?

WOMEN CANDIDATES 
How long before a presidential ticket 
includes a woman? A cautious experiment 
would be to nominate a woman for vice presi­ 
dent. If the ticket won. politicians would feel 
encouraged later to take the bolder step. It 
might not be too risky. There have been 
women governors, and the service of Maine’s 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith has won ap­ 
proval as well as that of some other women 
in legislatures.

That Body of Yours 


By J A M E S W. B A R TO N , MD. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 
An old family physician was asked to make a 
thorough examination of a young man 
about to take out some life insurance 
to know if he was in fit condition to obtain a 
policy. After a thorough examination, the physician 
told he he was sound and would obtain the policy 
ii he followed some simple suggestions. 
Among the suggestions were that he go to the 
examining physician’s office as early in the day as 
possible and without breakfast. When heart and 
blood pressure were being tested, he was to let his 
body go flaccid or limp so as not to raise the blood 
pressure or the pulse rate. If the examining physi­ 
cian found pulse or blood pressure high, he was 
to ask to read the morning paper for a lew minutes 
in order to “calm down.” 
The idea behind this procedure was the fact J 
that emotions and nervousness can throw out nor­ 
mal blood pressure readings. 
During one of the sessions of the American j 
H eart Association, Drs. Heinz 
Magendantz 
and 
Joseph Short sleeve, Boston, recounted their ex- I 
perience in 
taking electrocardiograph 
readings, j 
They found abnormal readings pointing to heart 
ailments in patients without obvious heart disease 
and no tachycardia (very rapid beating of the 
heart!. When examination of these patients’ heart 
and blood vessel systems by clinical, X-ray and 
laboratory means failed to show evidence of any 
heart disease, it seemed possible that anxiety was 
responsible for the changes in the electrocardio­ 
gram. Therefore, the electrocardiogram was re­ 
peated w ith reassurance and 15 minute* of bed rest. 
Surprisingly, this often lead to reversal or dis­ 
appearance of the electrocardiograph abnormali­ 
ties. 
Clinical study of these patients revealed that 
many 
suffered 
from 
anxiety, 
neurocirculatory j 
asthenia (irritable, nervous, soldier’s heart) or re­ 
lated psychiatric (emotional) disorders. 
These findings are in line with those of other 
investigators who have reported instances of ab­ 
normal electrocardiograms in fearful patients. The 
following factors have been 
blamed for such 
electrocardiograph 
abnormalities; 
alkalosis, 
im­ 
balance of extracts of the glands, heightened 
sympathetic (central nerve) tone and others. Drs. 
Magendantz and Shortsleeve were able to correct 
these abnormalities by the simple treatm ent of 
rest and reassurance.

I 
to produce as engaging a piece of 
wood sculpture to be found any- 
w here. 
About five years ago Shalaman 
cut down, on his property, an 
ancient and gnarled cherry tree, 
a portion of the trunk of which be­ 
cause of its intelesting shape, he 
stored away in his garage. One 
day this winter, while in search 
of something to do in his spare 
moments,

The twisted limlis of the old 
tree trunk began to suggest ani­ 
mal ana bird forms to his na­ 
tural sculptor's instinct and he 
set to work. The whimsical little 
figures began to emerge, an ow I s 
head here. a parrot there, a tiny 
bird's head its beak beaching for 
food from a 
naturally formed 
nest, and a oull-like head with 
funny horns eating an apple— 
ail began to take shape. As Shal­ 
aman went along, feeling his way, 
sometimes delicately and some­ 
times ruthlessly through the old 
wood grains, nature itself kept 
suggesting new forms. Sometimes 
only an eye would tx* the s ta rt­ 
ing point from which a bird’s 
head and beak grew; a series of 
undulations

of two y ou ng people’s phy sical needs for each other is all that is 
necessary for a good ma rria g e. 
Dr. Lawrence S. Kubie, clinical pro fesso r o f psy chia try a t Ya le 
Univ ersity ’s School of Medicine, writes: “ Cho o sing a ma te 
is o ne o f 
the mo st confu sed steps tha t a huma n being ta kes in life • . . becau se 
ea ch o f the pair is ignorant of the u nconsciou s pu rposes that de­ 
termine their respectiv e choices." 
So I sug g est tha t this mother g et to wo rk to 
discov er why her child 
is so a ttra cted to a y o ung 
man who ma kes her miserable. Let her lo o k 
deeper tha n her da ug hter’s phy sica l a tta chment 
to him. Look for the 
rea l need tha t ma y be driv ing her to pursue 
su ffering. 
W hat does this boy represent to her that she is willing to pay the 
price of constant tension? Does he offer her a chance to prov e some­ 
thing abou t herself? Does he mean prestige in her family ? Does he 
mean reassu rance that she is desirable? Intelligent? More attractiv e 
than a sister? 
We shou ld be immeasu rably gratefu l to psy chiatry ’s insights into 
hu man motiv es for making u nhappy relationships. Now perhaps we 
can try to help children u nderstand why they insist on “falling in 
lov e” with people who make them su ffer. We can begin to prov e to 
them how often, instead of lov ing, they are really seeking to u se the 
su bjects of their infatu ations to prov e something abou t themselv es. 
The Hu nger for Self-Ju stification 
I knew a y ou ng man whose mother had been noted for her beau ti­ 
fu l red hair. He "feH in lov e" with a red-headed girl. Thou gh he was j 
far too impressed with the shade of his y ou ng lady ’s hair, nobody j 
related this obsession to a dependent boy ’s need for a wife who re-1 
sembled his mother. 
His marriage broke, becau se his wife, despite her red hair, was not 
his mother and wanted a hu sband, not a child. 
I know a girl whose mu sical family was annoy ed w ith her becau se j 
she had no talent for mu sic. So she married a v iolinist old enou gh to j 
be her father, ju st to show them some people didn’t think she 
wa s so 
stu pid. Since her hu sband wished to be lov ed for himself, instead of 
for his ability to play harmonics, their marriage, too, ended. 
You ng people’s attachments are not necessarily motiv ated by the 
phy sical hu ngers to which we credit them, bu t are far too often moti­ 
v ated by hu ngers for prestige and self-ju stification. 
The family feu d we blame for the deaths of Romeo and Ju liet may 
not be gu ilty at all. That great realist, William Shakespeare, may hav e 
giv en u s the real motiv e. It might hav e been y ou ng Romeo’s need to 
reassu rance himself of his desirability after a jilting by his original 
y ou ng lady , Rosalind. 
The "lov e” that brings Joan home cry ing after a date may be 
insecu re Joan’s fru stration at failing to get resu lts with a bov wrho 
"doesn’t like women.” The "lov e” that makes Jim so irritable may be 
ju st his fear of losing a girl who is better looking than a Sister of 
whom he is jealou s. 
We hav en’t known as mu ch as we shou ld abou t this thing called 
"lov e." Now* we can begin to find ou t abou t it so as to help ou r chil­ 
dren distingu ish betw’een the brass and the gold.

Use Sound Defense 
For Good Results 


By OSWALD JACOBY 
W ritten for NEA Service 
If you defend by general princi­ 
ples, you'll probably do well on 
most hands. 
The fam iliar rules 
usually work. It’s usually right to 
lead 
through 
strength, 
up 
to 
weakness; or to play second hand 
low but third hand high; and so 
on. 
One of the rules that most de­ 
fenders follow is: “Don't lead a 
suit that dummy can trum p.” This 
is a sound rule most of the time 
because declarer has to lead that 
suit himself, and there’s no ad­ 
vantage for the defenders in doing 
declarer's work for him. 
The hand shown today illus­ 
trates an im portant exception to 
the rule. 
You must sometimes 
lead

dummy

trum p—when your purpose is to 
kill one of declarer's tricks. 
When the hand was actually 
played. West opened the nine of 
spades, and East won with the 
king.
